Cream shipments from Decatur for 
the week ending Saturday, Nov. 18, 
amounted to 1H25 pounds, of which 
amount SOH pounds were shipped Sat­ 
urday. 
The number of farmers engaged in 
the dairy busine** during the past 
ha* shown an increase of almost IOO 
percent, with prospects of the number 
growing larger during ihe next twelve 
months.

The average price paid the farmer 
for butter fat, after having the cream 
tested here, has been 27 cents during 
the past few weeks, but recently the 
price ha* advanced to 28c a pound, 
with the market showing an upward 
tendency.

Dairy farm­ 
er* are buying high grade and th o r­ 
oughbred hogs, utilizing much of the 
skimmed milk for hog food.
